The  Board  submits  the  following  statement  of  the  sub- 
jects and  duties  which  have  engaged  its  attention  during 
the  year  ending  April  30th,  1887 : 

I.  —Organization. 

June  9th,  1886. — Commissioner  Stark  elected  President 

of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1887. 

June  10th,  1886. — Commissioner  Matthews  was  elected 

Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending  April  30th, 
1887. 

II.— General  Duties. 

The  duties  which,  under  existing  statutes,  are  imposed 
upon  this  Department,  and  which  the  Board  governing 
the  same  is  authorized  to  perform  are  varied,  many  of 
which  are  purely  legislative,  and  were  exercised  by  the 
State  Legislature  prior  to  the  creation  of  a  Board  of 
Docks,  and  of  which  the  following  form  substantially  the 
leading  features : 

To  manage  and  supervise  the  entire  water-front  of  the 
city,  private  as  well  as  public,  to  see  that  these  properties 
are  kept  in  suitable  condition  and  repair  for  general  use, 
and  that  the  slips,  basins  and  wharves  are  properly 
dredged. 

To  make  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  use  of 
the  water-front,  and  to  set  aside  portions  thereof  for 
special  kinds  of  commerce  best  calculated  to  promote  the 
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general  busiDess  interests  and  commercial  welfare  of 
our  city. 

To  carefully  investigate  all  plans  relating  to  erections^ 
structures  and  superstructures  upon  any  part  of  the 
water-front,  as  well  as  to  closely  examine  into  and  pass 
upon  every  proposed  modification  or  increase  of  terminal 
facility. 

To  carry  out  a  reconstruction,  on  the  "  new  plan,"  of 
the  whole  water-front  property. 

And,  generally,  the  obligation  to  promote  and  protect 
the  commercial  growth  of  the  city  by  adopting  practical 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  its  wharf  and  dock  system. 

A  report  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  operations  of 
the  Water-Front. 

Revenue,  Elxpenses,  etc. 

The  total  revenues  of  the  Department  which  have 
accrued  within  the  year  amount  to  $1,260,036.58.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  there  was  collected  by  the  Finance 
Department  for  rent  of  slips  for  ferry  purposes,  all  under 
the  care  of  this  Department,  the  sum  of  $184,558.86. 

The  Department  deposited  during  the  year  with  the 
City  Chamberlain,  for  the  redemption  of  the  city  debt, 
$1,311,971.01. 

The  audited  expenses  during  the  year  amount  to 
$389,169.82,  being  for  new  work;  building  new  piers, 
etc.,  $216,582.41;  for  repairs  to  piers,  etc.,  not  built  on 
the  new  j»lan,  $119,421.58;  for  office  rent,  clerk  hire,  and 
general  expenses  of  principal  office,  $53,165.83. 
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THIRD. 

In  compliance  with  the  third  provision  of  the  law,  as 
previously  cited,  the  following  information  is  submitted  : 

I.— Orders  and  Rales  Made  by  the  Board. 

July  15th,  1886. — Rules  and  regulations  were  adopted 
for  the  government  and  proper  care  of  piers,  bulkheads, 
slips,  and  other  wharf  property,  to  take  effect  August  1st, 
1886. 

December  22d,  1886. — Resolution  adopted  redistricting 
the  water-front  of  the  North  River  into  six  districts,  as 
follows: 

District  No.  2 — From  Pier  A,  North  River,  to  Pier  New 
27,  foot  of  Hubert  Street. 

District  No.  4 — From  Pier  New  27,  North  River,  to 
and  including  Pier  at  West  Eleventh  Street,  North  River. 

District  No.  6-^From  West  Eleventh  Street  to  West 
Twenty-third  Street  Ferry,  North  River. 

District  No.  8 — From  West  Twenty-third  Street  Ferry 
to  West  Forty-second  Street,  North  River. 

District  No.  10 — From  West  Forty-second  Street,  North 
River,  to  foot  of  Sixtieth  Street,  North  River. 

District  No.  12 — From  foot  of  Sixtieth  Street,  North 
River,  to  Yonkers  and  Spuyten  Duyvil  Creek,  and  from 
North  River  to  King's  Bridge,  Harlem  River. 
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BOARD  OF  DEPARTMENT  OP  DOCKS. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Established  for  the  government  and  proper  care  of  Piers, 
Bulkheads,  Slips  and  other  Wharf  property,  under  the 
provisions  of  Sections  711  and  717,  of  Chapter  15  of  the 
Laws  of  1882,  as  follows : 

Section  711.  The  Department  of  Docks  shall  have  ex- 
clusive charge  and  control,  subject  in  the  particulars  here- 
inafter mentioned  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  of  said  city,  of  all  the  wharf  property  belonging  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York,  including  all 
the  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads  and  structures  thereon,  and 
waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all  the  slips,  basins,  docks, 
water-fronts,  land  under  water  and  structures  thereon, 
and  appurtenances,  easements,  uses,  reversions  and  rights 
belonging  thereto,  which  are  now  owned  or  possessed  by 
the  said  corporation,  or  to  which  said  corporation  is  or 
may  become  entitled,  or  which  said  corporation  may  ac- 
quire under  the  provisions  hereof  or  otherwise  ;  and  said 
Department  shall  have  exclusive  charge  and  control  of  the 
repairing,  building,  lebuilding,  maintaining,  altering, 
strengthening,  leasing  and  protecting  said  property  and 
every  part  thereof,  and  of  all  the  cleaning,  dredging  and 
deepening,  necessary  in  and  about  the  same.  Said  Depart- 
ment is  also  hereby  invested  with  the  exclusive  govern- 
ment and  regulations  of  all  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads  and 
structures  thereon,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all 
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the  basins^  slips  and  docks,  with  the  land  under  water  in 
said  city  not  owned  by  said  corporation. 

Sec.  717.  The  Department  of  Docks  shall  establish  and 
enforce  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment and  proper  care  of  all  the  property  placed  in  its 
charge  and  under  its  control  by  the  provisions  of  this  title 
relating  thereto,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  to  all  the  owners  and  occupants  of  such 
property,  and  shall  make  all  needful  orders  and  adopt  all 
resolutions  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
title  relating  thereto  into  effect,  and  fix  penalties  for  dis- 
obeying such  rules,  regulations  and  orders,  and  shall 
publish  such  orders.  The  violation  of  or  disobedience  to 
any  rule,  regulation  or  order  of  said  Department  shall  be 
a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  on  com- 
plaint of  said  Department.  The  penalties  aforesaid  may 
be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  such  suit 
shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  counsel  to  the  said  corporation, 
when  directed  by  the  Board;  and  no  defendant  in  any 
such  suit  shall  be  permitted  to  plead  ignorance  of  any 
such  order,  rule  or  regulation. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Rule  1. — No  piles  shall  be  driven,  nor  shall  any  plat- 
form be  erected,  nor  shall  any  filling  in  of  any  kind  be 
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made  on  any  part  of  the  water-front  of  the  city,  without 
a  written  permit  therefor  being  first  had  and  obtained 
from  the  Board,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  such  oflfense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner, 
lessee  or  occupant,  of  any  pier  or  bulkhead,  or  of  any 
water-front  property  or  right,  who  shall  cause  or  permit 
any  such  work  to  be  done  upon  his  premises  before  such 
permit  therefor  has  been  obtained,  and  under  the  further 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  which 
shall  elapse  before  any  piles  so  driven,  or  platform  so 
erected,  or  material  so  filled  in,  without  such  permit  being 
first  obtained,  shall  be  removed,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  which  may  be  allowed  for  such  removal,  by  a 
notice  served  upon  such  owner,  lessee,  or  occupant,  by  the 
Dock  Master  for  the  District,  to  be  also  recovered  from 
such  owner,  lessee  or  occupant 

Rule  2. — No  shed,  building,  office,  tally-house,  or 
other  structure  shall  be  erected,  nor  shall  any  derrick, 
hoisting-mast,  coal-hopper,  sign  or  advertising  device,  or 
other  erection,  or  obstruction  of  any  kind,  be  placed  or 
maintained  upon  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  other  wharf  struc- 
ture, nor  upon  any  reclaimed  land,  without  a  written 
permit  therefor  being  first  had  and  obtained  from  the 
Boiird ;  and  if  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  such 
premises,  or  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent,  of  any  such  struc- 
ture, erections  or  obstructions,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  a 
notice  served  by  the  Dock  Master  for  the  District,  to  re- 
move any  such  structure,  erection  or  obstruction,  after 
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the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  by  such  notice  for  the 
remoyal,  snch  owner^  lessee,  occupant  or  agent,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  per  day  for  each 
and  every  day  which  shall  elapse  before  any  such  struc- 
ture, erection  or  obstruction,  shall  be  removed,  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  the  removal  thereof  specified  in 
said  notice. 

Rule  3. — 'So  cargo  shall  be  discharged  from  any  ves- 
sel upon  any  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure,  at  which  such 
vessel  is  being  unladen,  after  service  by  the  Dock  Master 
for  the  District,  upon  the  owner,  consignee,  master  or 
other  officer  or  stevedore,  of  such  vessel,  of  a  notice  that 
such  bulkhead  or  structure  will  be  endangered  by  the 
placing  of  additional  cargo  thereon,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  and  a  further 
penalty  equal  in  amount  to  the  damages  of  every  descrip- 
tion which  stall  be  caused  by  the  further  discharging  of 
cargo  upon  such  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure,  after 
the  service  of  the  said  notice,  both  of  such  penalties  to  be 
recovered  from  such  owner,  consignee,  master  or  other 
oflBcer,  or  stevedore,  severally  and  respectively. 

BuLE  4. — All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of 
every  kind  landed  or  placed  on  any  pier,  bulkhead  or 
other  wharf  structure,  or  upon  reclaimed  land,  must  be 
removed  therefrom  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  Dock  Master  for  the  District 
shall  have  served  upon  the  owner,  shipper  or  consignee  of 
such  cargo  a  notice  to  remove  the  same,  under  a  penalty 
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of  twenty  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  during 
which  any  part  of  said  cargo  shall  remain  upon  such  pier, 
bulkhead,  structure  or  land,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  twenty-four  hours,  to  be  recovered  from  such  owner, 
shipper  or  consignee,  severally  and  respectively. 

Rule  5. — All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of 
every  kind  encumbering  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  other 
wharf  structure,  or  reclaimed  land,  after  the  time  desig- 
nated for  the  removal  thereof  shall  have  expired,  will  be 
liable  to  be  removed  by  the  Board  t;0  any  warehouse  or 
yard,  at  the  sole  risk  and  expense  of  the  owner  of  any 
such  property,  and  all  expense  incurred  for  such  removal 
and  storage,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  and  become  a  lien 
thereon,  and  such  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  will 
not  be  delivered  to  the  owner  until  the  expense  of  such 
removal  and  storage  has  been  paid. 

Rule  6. — No  person  shall  construct  or  maintain  any 
engine-house,  tally-house,  or  other  small  structure,  under 
a  iiermit  of  the  Board,  on  any  unshedded  pier  or  other 
wharf  structure,  unless  the  same  be  placed  on  wheels  so  as 
to  admit  of  easy  removal  thereupon  when  required,  and 
to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  dirt  or  refuse  thereunder, 
under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every 
day  which  may  elapse  before  the  discontinuance  of  such 
offense. 

Rule  7. — No  vessel  of  any  kind  shall  be  loaded  or  dis- 
charged by  horse-power,  nor  shall  stones  or  similar  cargo 
be  discharged  from  any  vessel,  upon  any  pier,  bulkhead  or 
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other  wharf  structure,  unless  proper  planking  be  provided 
to  protect  the  surface  of  such  pier,  bulkhead  or  other 
wharf  stracture  from  injury  consequent  upon  the  travel 
of  the  horse,  or  the  throwing  of  the  stones,  or  similar 
cargo  thereupon,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  a  day  for 
each  horse  so  employed,  and  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense  of  discharging  such  stones  or  like  cargo,  upon  such 
pier,  bulkhead,  or  other  wharf  structure,  to  be  recovered 
from  the  owner,  consignee,  master  or  stevedore,  of  any  such 
vessel,  severally  and  respectively ;  and  if  such  penalty  be 
recovered  for  using  horses,  or  discharging  stones  or  simi- 
lar cargo,  upon  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
tion under  lease,  it  shall  be  paid  to  the  lessee  thereof,  but 
if  such  penalty  be  recovered  for  using  horses,  or  dis- 
charging stones  or  similar  cargo,  upon  wharf  property  not 
owned  by  the  Corporation,  it  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner 
thereof. 

Rule  8. — No  sand  shall  be  discharged  from  any  vessel 
unless  canvas  or  similar  material  be  extended  from  the 
vessel's  side  to  the  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure  at  which 
such  vessel  is  being  unladened,  to  prevent  the  falling  of 
the  sand  into  the  water,  and  if  the  surface  of  any  such 
wharf  structure  is  not  suflBciently  tight  to  prevent  the 
sand  dumped  thereon  from  going  through  into  the  water, 
then  no  sand  shall  }je  discharged  thereon  from  any  ves- 
sel, unless  canvas  or  similar  material  be  first  laid  thereon 
to  receive  the  sand,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner,  consignee, 
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(x>Yered  from  the  owner,  lessee,  or  occupant,  severally  and 
respectively,  of  a  pier,  bulkhead,  wharf,  structure,  or 
other  property  from  which  any  such  substance  shall  be 
thrown,  or  from  the  person  actually  throwing  the  same ; 
or  if  such  substance  be  thrown  from  any  vessel  lying  in 
waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department, 
whether  berthed  or  not,  then  such  penalty  to  be  recovered 
from  the  owner,  consignee  or  master  of  such  vessel,  sev- 
erally and  respectively. 

Rule  11. — ^No  snow  or  ice  shall  be  dumped  into  the 
waters  adjacent  to  the  water-front  of  the  city,  except  from 
the  piers,  bulkheads  and  other  places  designated  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  Board,  for  such  dumping,  under  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recov- 
ered from  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  pier,  bulk- 
head  or  other  wharf  property,  from  which  any  such  snow 
and  ice  shall  be  dumped,  or  from  the  person  actually 
dumping  the  same,  severally  and  respectively. 

Bulb  12. — All  lumber,  brick  or  other  material  in  bulk, 
discharged  on  any  pier  or  bulkhead  not  shedded,  shall  be 
at  once  removed,  or,  if  not  so  removed,  shall  be  placed  at 
least  twenty  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  bulkhead,  pending 
removal,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  day, 
for  each  and  every  day  such  lumber,  brick  or  other  ma- 
terial shall  remain  on  the  bulkhead,  to  be  recovered  from 
the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  lumber,  brick  or  other 
material,  or  from  the  person  placing,  or  causing  the  same 
to  be  placed,  on  such  bulkhead,  severally  and  respectively. 
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Rule  13. — The  charges  for  wharfage  and  dockage  of 
all  vessels  admitted  to  any  of  the  piers  or  bulkheads  con- 
structed under  the  new  plans  adopted  by  the  Dei)artment, 
shall  be  at  the  same  rates  as  are  now,  or  shall  hereiifter 
be,  fixeil  and  established  by  laws  of  this  State,  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Rule  14. — The  term  "  Board,"  when  used  in  the  fore- 
going rules  and  regulations,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  "  The 
Board  of  the  Department  of  Docks  of  the  City  of  New 
York,"  and  the  term  "  Corporation,"  when  so  used,  shall 
be  taken  to  mean  "  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common- 
alty of  the  City  of  New  York." 
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HI.— Payments  Made  by  tlie  Board* 

The  Commissioners  of  Docks  have  made  requisitions 
upon  the  Finance  Department  for  payments,  in  satisfac- 
tion of  h'abilities  incurred,  from  April  30,  1886  to  May 
1,  1887,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  1389,169.82, 
and  herewith  submit,  annexed  to  the  Statement  of  the 
Revenues  and  Disbursements,  a  full  showing  of  said  pay- 
ments, and  for  what  purposes. 

IV.— Leases  Made  by  the  Board. 

I. — All  leases  made  during  the  year  by  the  Board, 
of  wharf  property  owned  by  the  Corporation,  including 
land  under  water,  are  shown  in  the  Rent  Roll  accom- 
panying this  report,  which  fully  expresses  the  time,  rental, 
to  whom,  and  for  what  property  each  of  said  leases  was 
respectively  made. 

The  Rent  Roll  herewith  submitted  shows  fully,  as 
required  by  law,  all  leases  made  during  the  year.  It  also 
gives  the  termination  of  all  leases  during  said  period,  and 
all  leases  in  force  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1887;  and 
also  in  like  manner  all  leases  in  force  May  Ist,  1887.

battery  section.— Embracing  the  Boat  Landing,  Pier  A  and 
Pier  New  1,  North  River,  and  about  80  feet  of  Bulkhead  north  of  Pier 
Xcw  1. 

Pier  A— This  pier  has  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
asphalt  covering  of  its  deck  or  top,  upon  the  plan  described  in  the  Ad- 
nual  Re{K>rt  for  1885  and  1886. 

Some  of  the  iron  work  of  the  pier  has  been  painted. 

Temporary  steps  of  wood  have  been  placed  at  the  door,  and  plans 
and  specifications  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Board  for  improve- 
ment of  the  approach  to  the  pier  and  of  the  adjacent  Boat  Landing. 

An  additional  boiler  for  the  steam  heating  has  also  been  built  and 
put  in  place  on  the  pier.

These  sections  embrace  Piers  New  84  to  New  47,  inclusivo  of 
both. 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  pavement  when  carried  down  by  the 
settlement  of  the  newly-made  land  upon  which  it  rests. 

Pier  New  No.  86  is  being  rebuilt  by  the  Ocean  Steamship  Company, 
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H.  Tonge,  Jr.,  A&^nt,  and  lessee,  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board, 
passed  6th  June.  1883. 

The  railroad  track  from  Pier  New  No.  36  to  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  on  West  Street  has  been  taken  up.  The 
I*roTidence  and  Stonington  Steamship  Company,  present  lessees  of  the 
pier,  having  no  use  for  it. 

Pier  New  37  was  burned  to  the  water's  edge  on  28th  February,  1887, 
during  a  strong  northwesterly  gale  and  very  low  tide,  and  the  iron 
shed  on  the  bulkhead,  from  half-way  I  etween  Piers  New  36  and  37,  to 
half-way  between  Piers  New  87  and  New  88,  which  was  nearly  com- 
pleted, was  very  badly  damaged.  No  repairs  to  the  pier  or  shed  have 
been  made  since  the  fire. 

Pier  New  41,  N.  R. — An  iron  shed  on  the  bulkhead,  extending  from 
half-way  between  Piers  New  40  and  41,  to  half-way  between  Piers  New 
41  and  42,  has  been  begun  by  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
Railroad  Company,  lessee,  under  permit  of  the  Board,  passed  20th 
August,  1886. 

Waiting  places  for  pedestrians  have  been  placed  on  two  of  the  cross- 
walks leading  to  the  Christopher  Street  Ferry  across  the  new  made 
land,  and  pavement  to  afford  protection  against  teams  in  the  long  cross- 
walk of  180  feet.  They  have  been  built  of  wood,  but  should  they 
prove  useful  and  successful,  it  will  probably  be  advisable  to  replace 
them  with  stone  or  iron  when  they  are  worn  out. 

The  repairs  to  Pier  New  46  and  shed  upon  it  have  not  yet  been 
reached.

Under  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Board,  passed  22d  October,  1885,

West  Foetieth  Street. — A  new  pier  under  the  new  plan,  with  a 
temporary  approach  to  it,  was  begun  under  Contract  No.  231,  in  No- 
vember,  1886.  and  is  now  substantially  though  not  fully  completed ;  it 
19  500  feet  long  and  60  feet  wide.

PxBE  New  32. — Under  resolution  of  the  Board  of  1st  December,  1886, 
the  removal  of  Pier  Old  No.  41,  East  River,  at  the  foot  of  Pike  Slip 
was  begun,  and  under  Contract  No.  241,  the  construction  of  Pier  New 
No.  32,  East  River,  was  begun,  and  is  now  in  progress. 

The  necessary  maps  and  form  of  application,  and  other  information 
necessary  for  application  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  for 
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GENERAL  REPAIRS.

The  number  or  other  designation  of  each  pier  has  been  painted  on 
its  outer  end  as  a  guide  to  persons  passing  along  the  water  front  in 
boats  or  vessels. 

Floating  Propkrtt. 

The  list  of  pieces  of  floating  property  is  changed  from  that  of  last 
year  only  by  the  omission  of  the  scow  Jot  condemned. 

Three  new  scows  are  to  be  built  during  the  coming  year  under  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  8th  December,  1886. 

The  100-ton  derrick  (^y  of  New  York  has  done  the  usual  work. 

The  tug  Manhattan  has  done  nearly  all  the  lowing  for  the  Depart- 
ment, and  the  various  other  pieces  oF  the  floating  property  have  been 
used  as  required,  and  kept  in  order. 

SuRVKTiNG  Party. 
Base  lines  and  bench  marks  have  been  verified  from  time  to  time  in 
connection  with  the  construction  of  the  bulkhead  wall,  and  of  piers  at 


112 

the  different  sections  of  the  North  River,  and  from  them  lines  and  levels 
have  been  given  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Lines  and  levels  have  also  been  given  for  contract  work  on  general 
repairs  on  both  rivers. 

The  quantities  of  sand,  broken  stone  for  concrete,  rip-rap  and  cobble 
stone  delivered  at  the  various  sections  have  been  measured  and  cal- 
culated. 

Surveys  and  examinations  have  been  made  over  170,194  linear  feet 
of  water  front.  These  surveys  have  been  plotted  and  put  on  file  in 
this  office,  and  tracings  have  been  prepared  therefrom. 

1,259  rod  soundings,  to  ascertain  the  depth  of  soft  mud,  have  been 
taken,  of  which  544  were  on  the  North  River  and  715  on  the  East  and 
Harlem  Rivers. 

88,170  disc  soundings,  to  ascertain  the  depth  of  water,  have  been 
taken  on  the  North,  East  and  Harlem  Rivers  in  512  slips,  of  which 
43,271  were  taken  in  197  slips  on  the  North  River,  and  44,899  in  316 
slips  on  the  East  and  Harlem  Rivers. 

379  rod  soundings  and  2,446  disc  soundings  were  for  construction, 
and  880  rod  soundings  and  85,724  disc  soundings  for  general  repairs, 
examinations,  etc.,  taken  before  and  after  dredging,  all  of  which  have 
been  reduced,  plotted  and  placed  on  record  in  this  office. 

All  the  dredging  done  by  the  Department  and  the  damping  of  all 
dredged  material  have  been  supervised,  and  the  dredging  done  by 
private  parties  has  also  been  supervised. 

The  accounts  of  all  dredging  done  by  the  Department  have  been 
kept,  and  from  them  monthly  reports,  statements  for  estimates,  etc., 
etc.,  have  been  made,  and  receipts  given  as  required. 

The  automatic  tide  gauges  at  Pier  A  and  Pier  New  43,  North  River, 
and  those  on  Harlem  River,  have  been  attended  to  and  their  records 
preserved  and  filed. 

WEST  FIFTYSEVENTH  STREET  YARD.— Eight  concrete  base 


113 

blocks  have  been  made  at  thU  yard  during  the  year.  There  have  been 
received  1,719  barrels  of  cement,  and  samples  of  each  lot  have  been 
tested,  and  1 1  tests  have  been  made  of  cement  not  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment, for  private  parties  on  payment  to  the  treasurer  of  proper  fee. 
All  the  iron  and  blacksmith  work  for  the  Department  has  been  done 
here,  and  stores  and  supplies  rcocived  and  issued  to  the  various  sec- 
tions of  work  as  required. 

EAST  SEVENTEENTH  STREET  YARD.— This  yard  has  been 
kept  in  order  and  used  for  storage  of  granite  and  other  materials, 
which  have  been  issued  to  the  work  as  required.

— A  crib  bulkhead  was  built  by  the  New  York  Steam 
Company  from  the  northerly  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  street 
to  the  southerly  side  of  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  street,  under  per- 
mit of  the  Board.  Work  was  begun  on  the  Sd  September,  1886,  and 
finished  1st  December,  1886.  The  filling  in  behind  the  bulkhead  is 
still  in  progress. 

From  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
eighth  Street,  West  side  of  Harlem  River. — An  extensive  crib-work 
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bulkhead  with  two  slips  was  bailt  by  H.  A.  Cram.  The  work  was 
hegvm  on  the  26th  August,  1886,  and  the  crib  work  has  been  com- 
pleted, but  the  filling  in  rear  of  same  is  still  in  ]irogress. 

Willis  Avenue,  East  side  of  Harlem  River. — A  new  slip  for  the  use 
of  car  floats  was  constructed  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company.  Begun  10th  February,  1886,  and  finished  2d 
October,  1886. 

One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  to  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh 
Street,  West  side  Harlem  River. — An  extensive  crib-work  bulkhead 
was  begun  by  Mrs.  Sarah  Lynch  on  the  Sd  November,  1886,  and  is 
still  in  progress. 

One  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  Street,  East  side  of  Cromwell's  Creek. — 
The  crib-work  bulkhead  and  filling  in  behind  the  same,  begun  in  1885 
by  J.  J.  Astor,  is  still  in  progress. 

One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  Street,  Harlem  River. — The  false 
work  for  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge  over  the  Harlem  River 
(Manhattan  Bridge)  and  a  great  variety  of  other  work  in  connection 
with  the  bridge  has  been  supervised. 

The  Appendix  concludes  with  a  table  of  now  wharfage  room  made 
by  private  owners  during  the  year.

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Foaiteaitli  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  streets,  with  return  bulkheads  running  inwards  from 
the  cztehor  bcdkhead  line  as  heretofore  established,  and 

Whereas,  Said  petition  has  been  referred  for  report  to  the  Engineer-in-Chief  of  this  Department, 
who  has  made  report  thereupon,  dated  June  22,  1886,  confirming  the  statement  and  proofs  sub- 
mitted by  said  petitioner  as  to  the  ownership  of  said  property. 

Resolved,  That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  said  petitioner,  John  Dwight, 
to  construct,  m  acordance  with  plans  to  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Department  and 
QAder  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Engineer-in -Chief,  a  bulkhead,  the  river  line  of  which 
doll  be  coincident,  as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  made,  with  the  proposed  bulkhead  line  of  April 
rj,  1885,  referred  to  in  the  said  report  of  the  Engineer-in-Chief  of  this  Department. 

That  the  said  petitioner  be  also  and  he  is  hereby  permitted  to  construct,  under  similar  approval 
as  to  plan,  a  return  bulkhead  at  the  northerly  side  of  his  said  property  along  the  middle  of  the  line 
o(  the  block  between  One  Hundred  and  Fourteenth  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  streets. 

Commissioner  Koch  offered  the  following  preambles  and  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas,  by  resolution  passed  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  on  the  9th  day  of  July, 
1885,  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York  was  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  issue 
Dock  Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York  to  the  amount  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  to  meet  the  require- 
Dents  of  the  Department  of  Docks  for  the  current  expenses  and  improvements  contemplated  during 
ths  year  1885  ;  and 

Whereas,  by  injunction  emanating  out  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York  the  Comptroller  and  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York  were  restrained  and  enjoined  from 
issiing  said  bonds  upon  the  grounds  that,  under  the  constitutional  amendments  adopted  in  Novem- 
ber, 1884,  the  City  had  no  right  to  issue  any  further  bonds  at  that  time  ;  and 

Wbereas,  Said  order  of  injunction  was  vacated  and  set  aside  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  a  decision  rendered  that  the  Mayor  and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New 
York  were  directed  in  conformity  with  law  to  issue  said  bonds ;  and 

Whereas,  No  moneys  have  as  yet  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Department,  by  virtue  and  by 
reason  of  sakl  resolution  duly  and  regularly  passed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  on  the 
day  and  date  aforesaid  ;  and 

Whereas,  Various  and  divers  improvements  are  absolutely  necessary  and  imperatively  demanded 
for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  City  of  New  York  that  property  along  the  water-front  must  be 
permitted  to  go  to  waste  and  the  commercial  interests  of  the  city  are  suflfering  by  reason  of  funds 
to  be  expended  for  repairs  and  permanent  improvements  ; 


Resolved,  That  the  Commissioners  of  this  Department  forward  a  communication  to  the  Mayor 
and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York,  embracing  the  items  and  particulars  relating  to  the 
improvement  of  the  water>front  contemplated  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Docks  in  the 
cxpeoditiure  of  the  moneys  appropriated  under  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
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sioncr-s   An<l  res)XK:trully  requesting  the  Mayor  and  Comptroller  to  proceed  in   the  execution  of 
said  resolution  at  the  earliest  practicable  time. 

The  President  re]>orted  that  he  had  l)ecn  served  with  an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  peremptory 
mandamus  should  not  issue  against  the  Commissioners  requiring  them  forthwith  to  appoint  Joho  0. 
Conway  to  the  position  of  Captam  and  Pilot  of  the  tug  "Manhattan.** 

On  motion,  the  President  was  authorized  to  fonvard  the  same  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Coqwra- 
tion,  and  request  him  to  take  such  action  as  he  may  deem  proper  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
City. 

On  motion,  the  subject  mattei  rcsj>eclmg  the  application  of  the  SJcrew  Dock  Company,  request- 
ing psnnission  to  construct  a  pier  between  Piers  39  and  40,  East  river,  was  referred  to  Commissioner 
K<x:li  to  prepart;  a  communication  to  send  to  the  Counsel  to  the  Cor{x>ration  in  respect  thereto.

The  President  and  Treasurer,  to  whom  was  referred,  with  power,  the  revision  of  the  niles  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  care  of  wharf  property,  submitted  the  following  rules  and  regu- 
lations, which  were  adopted,  to  take  effeci  on  and  after  August  i,  1886  : 

BOARD  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  DOCKS. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Established  for  the  government  and  proper  care  of  Piers,  Bulkheads,  Slips  and  other  Wharf  property, 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  71 1  and  717,  of  chapter  15  of  the  Laws  of  1882,  as  follows  : 

Sec'.ion  711.  The  department  of  docks  shall  have  exclusive  charge  and  control,  subject  in  the 
particidars  hereinafter  mentioned  to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  of  all  the 
wharf  property  belongmg  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York,  including  all  the  wharves, 
piers,  bulkheads  and  structures  thereon,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all  the  slips,  basins,  docks, 
water-fronts,  land  under  water  and  structures  thereon,  and  a|>4iurtenances,  easements,  uses,  rever- 
sions and  rights  belonging  thereto,  which  are  now  owned  or  possessed  by  the  said  corporation,  or  to 
which  said  corporation  is  or  may  become  entitled,  or  which  said  corporation  may  acquire  under  the 
provisions  h.reof  or  otherwise  ;  and  said  department  shall  have  exclusive  charge  and  control  of  ihe 
repairing,  buildin;;^,  rebuilding,  maintaining,  altering,  strengthening,  leasing  and  prote.ting  said 
property  and  every  part  thereof,  and  of  all  the  cleanmg,  dredging  and  deepening,  necessary  in  and 
about  the  same.  Said  department  is  also  hereby  invested  with  the  exclusive  government  and  regu- 
lation  of  all  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads  and  structures  thereon,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all 
the  basins,  slij^s  and  docks,  with  the  land  under  water  in  said  city  not  owned  by  said  corporation. 

Sec.  717.  The  department  of  docks  shall  establish  and  enforce  all  needful  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  and  proper  care  of  all  the  property  placed  in  its  charge  and  under  its  con- 
trol by  the  provisions  of  this  title  relating  thereto,  and  shall  funiish  a  copy  of  such  rules  and 
regulations  to  all  the  owners  and  occupants  of  such  property,  and  shall  make  all  needful  orders  and 
adopt  all  resolutions  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  title  relating  thereto  into  effect,  and 
fix  penalties  for  disobeying  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders,  and  shall  publish  such  orders.  The 
violation  of  or  disobedience  to  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  of  said  department  shall  b^;  a  mistle- 
meanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprlsonmenl  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  on  complaint  of  said  department.  The  penal- 
ties aforesaid  may  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  such  suit  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  counsel  to  the  said  corporation,  when 
directed  by  the  board  ;  and  no  defendant  in  any  such  suit  shall  be  permitted  to  plead  ignorance  of 
any  such  order,  rule  or  regulation. 

Riles  and  Regulations. 

Rule  I.— No  piles  shall  be  driven,  nor  shall  any  platform  be  erectetl,  nor  shall  any  filling  in  of 
any  kind  be  made  on  any  part  of  the  water-front  of  the  city,  without  a  written  permit  therefor  being 
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first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Board,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  doUais,  for  ereiy  such 
offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant,  of  any  pier  or  bulkhead,  or  of  aoj 
water-front  property  or  right,  who  shall  cause  or  permit  any  such  work  to  be  done  upon  his  premises 
before  such  permit  therefor  has  been  obtained,  and  under  the  further  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  which  shall  elapse  before  any  piles  so  driven,  or  platform  so  erected,  or  mate- 
rial so  filled  in,  without  such  permit  being  first  obtained,  shall  be  removed,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  which  may  be  allowed  for  such  removal,  by  a  notice  served  upon  such  owner,  lessee,  or 
occupant,  by  the  Dock  Master  for  the  Distnct,  to  be  also  recovered  firom  such  owner,  lessee  or 
occupant. 

Rule  2.  No  shed,  building,  ofhce,  tally-house,  or  other  structure  shall  be  erected,  nor  shall  any 
derrick,  hoisting-mast,  coal -hopper,  sign  or  advertising  device,  or  other  erection,  or  obstruction  of 
any  kind,  V^  placed  or  maintained  upon  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  other  wharf  structure,  nor  upon  any 
reclaimed  land,  without  a  written  permit  therefor  being  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Board  ;  and 
if  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  such  premises,  or  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent,  of  any  sach 
structure,  erections  or  obstructions,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  a  notice  served  by  the  Dock  Master  for 
the  District,  to  remove  any  such  structure,  erection  or  obstruction,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
allowed  by  such  notice  for  the  removal,  such  owner,  lessee,  occupant  or  agent,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  penally  of  twenty  dollars  }^r  day  for  each  and  every  day  which  shall  elapse  before  any  such  stitic- 
turc,  erection  or  obstruction,  shall  be  removed,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the  removal  thereof 
specified  in  said  notice. 

RuLK  3.  — No  cargo  shall  be  discharged  from  any  vessel  upon  any  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure, 
at  which  such  vessel  is  l)eing  unladen,  after  service  by  the  Dock  Master  for  the  I^trict,  upon  the 
owner,  consignee,  mas  er  or  other  officer  or  stevedore,  of  such  vessel,  of  a  notice  that  such  bilkhead 
or  structure  will  l>e  endangered  by  the  placing  of  additional  cargo  thereon,  under  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  and  a  further  penalty  equal  in  amount  to  the  damages  of 
every  description  which  shall  be  caused  by  the  further  discharging  of  cargo  upon  such  bulkhead  or 
wharf  structure,  after  the  service  of  the  said  notice,  both  of  such  penalties  to  be  recovered  from  such 
owner,  consignee,  master  or  other  officer,  or  stevedore,  severally  and  respectively. 

Rule  4.—  All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of  every  kind  landed  or  placed  on  any  pier, 
bulkhead  or  other  wharf  structure,  or  upon  reclaimed  land,  must  be  removed  therefrom  without  un- 
necessary delay,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  Dock  Master  for  the  District  shall  have  served 
upon  the  owner,  shipper  or  consignee  of  such  cargo  a  notice  to  remove  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  ever}'  day  dunng  which  any  part  of  said  cargo  shall  remain 
upon  such  pier,  bulkhead,  structure  or  land,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  twenty -four  hours,  to  be 
recovered  from  such  owner,  shipper  or  consignee,  severally  and  respectively. 

Rule  5.-  All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of  every  kind  encumbering  any  pier,  bulkhead 
or  other  wharl  structure,  or  reclaimed  land,  after  the  time  designated  for  the  removal  thereof  shall 
have  expired,  will  be  liable  to  be  removed  by  the  Board  to  any  warehouse  or  yard,  at  the  sole  risk 
and  expense  of  the  owner  of  any  such  properly,  and  all  expense  incurred  for  such  removal  and 
storage,  or  otherwise,   shall   be   and   become  a  lien  thereon,  and  such  goods,   merchandise   and 
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materials  will  not  be  delivered  to  the  owner  until  the  expense  of  such  removal  and  storage  has  been 
paid. 

Rule  6.  —  No  person  shall  construct  or  maintain  any  engine-house,  tally-house,  or  other  small 
stiucture,  under  a  permit  of  the  Board,  on  any  unshedded  pier  or  other  wharf  structure,  unless  the 
nme  be  placed  on  wheels  so  as  to  admit  of  easy  removal  thereupon  when  required,  and  to  prevent 
the  accumulation  cf  dirt  or  refuse  thereunder,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  and 
every  day  which  may  elapse  before  the  discontinuance  of  such  offense. 

Rule  7.-  No  vessel  of  any  kind  shall  be  loaded  or  discharged  by  horse-power,  nor  shall 
stones  or  similar  cargo  be  discharged  from  any  vessel,  upon  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  other  wharf 
strocture,  unleu  proper  planking  be  provided  to  protect  the  surface  of  such  pier,  bulkhead  or  other 
wharf  structure  from  injury  consequent  upon  the  travel  of  the  horse,  or  the  throwing  of  the  stones 
or  similar  cargo  thereupon,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  a  day  for  each  horse  so  employed,  and  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence  of  discharging  such  stones  or  like  cargo,  upon  such  pier,  bulkhead, 
or  other  wharf  structure,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner,  consignee,  master  or  stevedore,  of  any 
such  vessel,  severally  and  respectively  ;  and  if  such  penalty  be  recovered  for  using  horses,  or  dis- 
charging stones  or  similar  cargo,  upon  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  under  lease,  it 
sLall  be  paid  to  the  lessee  thereof,  but  if  such  penally  be  recovered  for  using  horses,  or  discharging 
stones  or  similar  cargo,  upon  wharf  property  not  owned  by  the  Corporation,  it  shall  be  paid  to  the 
owner  thereof. 

Rule  8. — No  sand  shall  be  discharged  from  any  vess^^l  unless  canvas  or  similar  material  be  ex- 
.  tended  from  the  vessel's  side  to  the  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure  at  which  such  vessel  is  being 
oaladened,  to  prevent  the  falling  of  the  sand  into  the  water,  and  if  the  surface  of  any  such  wharf 
slmcture  b  not  sufiBciently  tight  to  prevent  the  sand  dumped  thereon  from  going  through  into  the 
water,  then  no  sand  shall  be  discharged  thereon  from  any  vessel,  unless  canvas  or  similar  material 
be  GrA  laid  thereon  to  receive  the  sand,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  from  the  owner,  consignee,  master  or  stevedore,  of  any  such  vessel,  severally  and  resi>ec- 
tively ;  and  if  such  penalty  be  recovered  on  account  of  sand  discharged  upon  wharf  property 
belonging  to  the  Corporation,  under  lease,  il  shall  be  paid  to  the  lessee  thereof,  but  if  such  penalty 
be  recovered  on  account  of  sand  discharged  upon  wharf  property  not  owned  by  the  Corporation,  it 
shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  thereof. 

Rule  9. — ^The  owners,  lessees  and  occupants  of  every  pier,  wharf  and  bulkhead  in  the  City  of 
New  York  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  the  slips  adjacent  thereto  properly  dredged,  and 
whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  it  shall  be  necessary  so  to  do,  written  notices  shall  be 
served  upon  the  owners,  lessees  or  occupants,  or  collector  of  wharfage  of  any  such  pier,  wharf  or 
bulkhead,  or  the  slip  adjoining  the  same,  on  or  in  which  repairs  or  dredging  are  required  by 
said  Board,  specifying  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  repairs  or  dredging  so  required,  and  the  time 
within  which  such  repairs  must  be  made,  or  such  dredging  done  ;  and  in  case  the  owners,  lessees 
or  occupants  so  notified,  fail  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  requirements  of  such  notice,  they  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  which  shall  elapse  before  they 
comply  with  such  notice.

Rule  10.— No,  ashes,  refuse,  oflal,  fruit,  veg:etables  or  any  other  substances  shall  be  thrown 
into  the  waters  surrounding  or  adjacent  to  any  pier  or  bulkhead,  or  any  other  part  of  the  water-front 
of  the  City,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the 
owner,  lessee,  or  occupant,  severally  and  respectively,  of  a  pier,  bulkhead,  wharf,  structure,  or 
other  property  from  which  any  such  substance  shall  b:  thrown,  or  from  the  person  actually  throning 
the  same  ;  or  if  any  such  substance  be  thrown  from  any  vessel  lying  in  waters  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department,  whether  berthed  or  not,  then  such  penalty  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner, 
consignee  or  master  of  such  vessel,  severally  and  respectively. 

Rule  ii. — No  snow  or  ice  shall  be  dumped  into  the  waters  adjacent  to  the  waterfront  of  the 
City,  except  from  the  piers,  bulkheads  and  other  places  designated  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Board, 
for  such  dumping,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the 
owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  other  whaif  property,  from  which  any  such 
snow  and  ice  shall  be  dumped,  or  from  the  person  actually  dumping  the  same,  severally  and 
respectively. 

Rule  12. — All  lumber,  brick  or  other  material  in  bulk,  discharged  on  any  pier  or  bulkhead 
not  shedded,  shall  be  at  once  removed,  or,  if  not  so  removed,  shall  be  placed  at  least  twenty  feet 
from  the  edge  of  the  bulkhead,  pending  removal,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  day, 
for  each  and  every  day  such  lumber,  brick  or  other  material  shall  remain  on  the  bulkhead,  to  be 
recovered  from  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  lumber,  brick  or  other  material,  or  from  the  person 
placing,  or  causing  the  same  to  be  placed,  on  such  bulkhead,  severally  and  respectively. 

Rule  13. — The  charges  for  wharfage  and  d(x;kage  of  all  vessels  admitted  to  any  of  the  piersor 
bulkheads  constructed  under  the  new  plans  adopted  by  the  Department,  shall  be  at  the  same  rales 
as  arc  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  fixed  and  established  by  laws  of  this  State,  until  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board. 

Rule  14. — The  term  **  Board,'*  when  used  in  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations,  shall  be 

taken  to  mean  **The  Board  of  the  Department  of  Docks  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  and  the  term 

"Corporation,"  when  so  used,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  "The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 

of  the  City  of  New  York."

Edward  Doyle,  City  Surveyor,"  and  annexed  to  aforementioned  deed  of  conveyance  ;  and 

Whereas,  By  application  of  the  New  York  Steam  Company,  dated  12th  January,  1886,  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  this  Department  on  said  dale,  application  was  made  asking  for  permission  to  erect 
a  bulkhead  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  with  said  application. 

Resolved,  That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  New  York  Steam 
Company  to  erect  •  and  build  such  bulkhead  along  the  property  bordering  on  the  Harlem  river, 
between  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  streets,  as  now  owned  by  the 
said  company.  It  being  expressly  agreed  and  understood  by  the  said  New  York  Steam  Company, 
that  nothing  in  this  resolution  contained,  shall  be  construed  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  or  in  any 
manner  afiect  or  impair  the  covenants  and  agreements  and  stipulations  contained  in  the  deed  of 
conveyance  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  that  the  New  York  Steam  Company,  in  accepting  this 
resolution,  affirms  and  confirms  every  agreement  and  convenant  in  said  conveyance  contained. 

And  provided  further,  that  no  building  shall  be  erected  within  75  feet  of  the  line  of  the  bulk- 
head hereby  permitted  to  be  erected. 
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And  further  provided,  that  the  said  work  shall  be  done  open  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Docks,  and  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  £nguieer-inXhief  of  this 
Department. 

And  also  provided,  that  the  said  New  York  Steam  Company  will,  within  five  days  after  the 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  Ble  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Department,  a  communication 
agreeing  to  accept  the  terms,  conditions  and  covenants  contained  herein.
